Promise Action 
to Stop Future 
Highway Flooding

Following conferences with 
Secretary H. H. Halladay of the 
jomlta Chamber of Commerce, 
mmediate steps were to be un­ 

dertaken to avert future flooding 
of the business section in the 
2000 block on Highway 101 by 
creaks In the water reservoir at 
the Chandler Palos Verdes Sand 
and Gravel company midway up 
Narbonnc canyon. 

The water reservoir, formerly 
banked behind earth walls, will 
be sunk below the level of sur­ 
rounding land to prevent escape 
of water, according to L. H. 
Chandler, gravel company head. 
Officers of the concern had pre­ 
viously attributed the floods to 
a gopher hole in the reservoir, 
which holds several hundred gal­ 
lons of water.

Short-Circuit Cause 
of Derrick Blaze

A short-circuit is believed to 
have caused the fire which oc­ 
curred in the engine house of the 
Dclaney Petroleurh corporation's 
derrick at Sepulveda and Haw­ 
thorne boulevard Saturday night. 
Only a small amount of damage 
was reported by the Walteria 
fire unit which extinguished the 
blaze.
